LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Standard -Times  of  February  5  states  as  follows: 

"There  was  some  increase  in  the  demand  for  staple  cotton  in  this  and  other 
New  England  mill  centers  this  week,  but  the  market  did  not  become  generally 
active,  and  trading  was  confined  to  comparatively  few  quarters. 

"The  sharp-  decline  in  the  cotton  future  markets  acted  as  a  damper  on 
buying  activities  and  served  to  stiffen  the  basis  on  some  types,  particularly 
where  there  had  been  previous  tendency  to  weakness.       Odd  lots  continued  to 
occupy  the  center  of  interest,  and  they  virtually  set  the  pace  so  far  as 
prices  went.

"The  market  for  Egyptian  cotton  failed  to  respond  to  the  dip  in  Egyptian 
futures,  and  very  little  buying  interest  has  been  evident  this  week,  even 
though  very  high  grade  Sakel  can  now  be  had  at  19  cents  to  19ijr  cents  and 
medium  grade  at  18  cents  to  18g-  cents.       Good  grade  Egyptian  uppers  are 
priced  nominally  in  the  neighborhood  of  18  cents  to  18-f-  cents  but  no 
buying  is  reported.      Pima  cotton  is  quoted  around  18|r  cents  for  ones, 
17-g  cents  for  twos  and  16-g-  cents  for  threes,  but  no  activity  has  resulted.

"Price  cutting  on  small  odd  lots  continued  tov  upset  ideas  of  value  in 
the  extra'  staple  cotton  market  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England  during 
the  past  week.      Buying  interest  was  fairly  good  and  came  from  many 
different  quarters  of  the  market,  but  sales  were  confined  to  small  quan- 
tities and  therefore  the  market  was  governed  by  odd  lot  quotations.  *** 

"Low  grade  Pima  cotton  was  said  to  have  been  sold  this  week  in  certain 
quarters  for  prices  said  to  range  between.

"With  grey  goods  markets  still  flat,  at  least  in  the  fine  goods  division, 
there  was  little  or  no  demand  for  extra  staple  cotton  during  the  past  week 
and  trading  was  at  a  minimum  throughout  New  England.      Outside  of  a  few 
odd  lot  sales  in  New  Bedford  and  Fall  River,  the  only  activity  seemed  to 
be  in  Providence  and  Boston,  and  even  there  quantities  involved  were  very- 
limited. 

"Prices  changed  but  very  little,  but  such  changes  as  were  noticeable 
were  almost  wholly  in  the  downward  direction.  *** 

"So  little  interest  is  shorm  in  Egyptian  and  Pima  here  this  week  that 
many  brokerage  houses  have  not  even  checked  up  on  their  nominal  quotations 
for  .ten  days.      Prices  are  approximately  the  same  as  they  have  been  for 
two  weeks  past . 

"Some  of  the  fine  goods  mills  are  already  shortening  up  on  their  produc- 
tion schedules  and  many  more  plan  to  shut  down  their  operations  as  fast  as 
present  orders  in  the  looms  expire ,. unless  a  new  wave  of  demand  is 
experienced  in  the  next  two  or  three  weeks.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED-  STATES  OF  PIMA  AND  IMPORTED 
EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  JANUARY,  1933 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
■Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  January  as  1,143  bales  of  500  pounds 
gross  weight,  compared  with  1,6  94  bales  in  December  and  2,061  bales  in 
November.      The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported 
as  having  been  6,022  bales  in  January,  compared  with  6,645  bales  in 
December  and  7,908  bales  in  November.

"Normal  progress  of  preparatory  field  work  favoured  by  fine  weather  is 
reported  from  all  parts  of  the  Interior.      Sowing  on  a  moderate  scale  will 
be  started  with  shortly  in  Upper  Egypt."
